HIGH RENTS IN THE EAST END. 


Sir.—In reading the report of the meeting held at the Jewish Working 


Men's Club, under the auspices of the Tenants Protection Association, I was 
rather surprised at the position taken up by my friend Mr. H. 8B. 
Lewis, M.A. Whilst my sympathies are, as Mr. Lewis 18, I am 
sure. aware, with the real oppressed tenants, and while he has no 


greater well-wisher or one who appreciates his undoubted good work 
more than I do: yet I think, upon this question, the action he is taking 
is not likely to bring about the result he desires, nor 1s it creditable to the 
Jewish community. For a meeting of Jews, hyn over by a Jew, 
to violently attack their coreligionists, setting the interests of Christians 
against those of Jews and rice rersa, is in my opinion, to play into 
the hands of those who would promote race hatred, a lame 
example of which is now being exhibited in France and other Continental 
countries. Mr. Lewis is reported to have said that “ cottages recently occupied 
by Christian families paying 4s. 6d. per week . had been bought up by two 
foreigners who turned out the Christian families and re-let the houses to foreign 
Jews at 10s, 6d. per week.” aoe - 

Nobody can deplore proceedings of this kind more than I do, living as I do 
in the East End; and I fully agree that it casts a great slur on the Jewish name ; 
but I question whether Mr. Lewis, as a Jew himself, was well advised in alluding 
to different races and religions in the matter. I strongly believe that a far 
better way to promote the object in view would be to make it a question as 
between ‘bad landlords and their tenants, leaving out all distinction of race, 
which is really beside the question. If Mr. Lewis is not aware of the fact, I can 
inform him that the bad landlords are certainly not confined to Jews only, nor 
the good ones to non-Jews. Race and religion does not affect the matter in any 
shape or form. Furthermore, I question whether making sensational charges ata 
public meeting is likely to accomplish more good than harm. In my own exper?

THE MANUFACTURE OF JEWISH PEDIGREES. 


Sir.—I notice in your issue of this week an enquiry from a correspondent 
who is anxious to know whether or not Lord Justice Mellish was of Jewish 
descent. He evidently was not known as a Jew, and. as evidently, the members 
of his family on both sides were equally unknown as Jews, for your correspondent 
himself furnishes us with the information that his father and grandfather 
(maternal) were both Deans of Hereford. 

It has many times perplexed me, on reading similar letters and on perusing 
even more ample information about the real or supposed Jewish pedigrees oi 
various persons, appearing from time to time in your columns, as to what good 
purpose is served by this atterapt to provide a Jewish ancestry for men and 
women who either never had any interest in Judaism or who did all they 
could to dissociate themselves from the veriest suspicion of identification as 
Jews. 

I have seen in your columns many along argument as tocommunal “ Dignity 
and Self-respect.” . 1 fail to see how these are sustained by such strained efforts 
to provide a Jewish grandmother or great grandfather for every other person who 
happens to be either a noted chess player or a famous jurist or a manipulator of 
“corners” in the American wheat market. 

Are we so badly off for distinction that we must needs fasten.a Jewish 
pedigree on to people who never owned it while they lived and whose descendants 
disclaim it after their death’ Is it not bad enongh that a Jew of Mr. Joseph 
Jacobs’ standing should publish in the “Jewish Year Book” a perpetual list of 
distinguished men and women whese treason to what we hold dear is marked by 
an asterisk in case we should overlook it! This enquiry about Lord Justice 
Mellish is so typical that I cannot refrain from commenting upon it. Here 
we have a certain Lord Justice who is to be identified as of Jewish descent 
if possible. The data are that (1) Mellish is an uncommon name. (2) 
He is mentioned by Selborne with honour at the same time as Mr. 
Benjamin. Can anything be more strained than this? The little fact that 
the man’s father was Dean of Hereford goes for nothing. So does the other 
little fact that his mother’s father was also Dean of Hereford. The man who 
can triumphantly forge ahead, through two Deans, on to a Jewish pedigree 
which shall interest the Jewish community is surely displaying a tenacity 
and courage for which better use can be found in other channels of Jewish 
labour. 

I wonder that the death of the late Duke of Northumberland did not bring 
an enquiry as to whether he was not of Jewish descent. Let ussee! It wil! 
not escape the knowledge of the community that the family name of the Dukes 
of Northumberland is Percy. The name of Percy is erroneously attributed in 
English tradition to some incident in a battle or siege. As a matter of fact. 
however, it is derived from the Hebrew ADD (Porochath), and the Jewish 
founder of the family was so called because he wove the original tapestry for the 
F575 inthe Tabernacle. The name Hotspur is another instance of the con- 
fusion arising in old English family stories on account of oversight of Jewish 
pedigrees. Harry Hotspur was so called because he was brave in battle to the 
extent of possessing ABYIN* Chutzpah.” The intimate connection between Hot- 
spur and Chutzpah is soon seen. 

Then, again, it is not ordinarily known that the oldest noble family in 
England is of clearly. Jewish descent. 1 refer to the Dukes of Norfolk. Norfolk 
is acorruption of “ Napthali,” the son of Jacob. He was compared by his father 
toa “ Hind” (vide Blessings of Jacob). Hence the stag’s head which appears on 
so many coats-of-arms of families all connected more or less with this tribe. 
The other titles of the Duke, Arundel and Surrey, are very interesting. The 
names of Abraham and Sarah were so venerated that the Norfolks always 
called some of their estates after the first founders of the family. Arundel is a 
corruption of Abraham, and Surrey is the original form of Sarah's name. | 
cannot identify Fitz-Alan or Howard. Perhaps some of your readers can 
enlighten me.

IMMIGRATION TO THE UNITED STATES: » 

_ Stx,—The listeners to the discussion following the address delivered at the 
Literary Union in the Poets’ Road, on the 17th of November, will, one fancies, 
be strengthened in the impression received at that time by the letter of Mr. 
O. J. Simon, dated January 6th. 

The point to which my letter of December 2th called attention is not 
adhered to in Mr. Simon's reply. That point was, that the impression that the 
United States excluded Jewish immigrants was incorrect, and did grave injustice 
to the liberality of that country. The United States do not exclude Jewish 
immigrants, and they are, in a marked degree, liberal to those whom they admit. 
liberal in the highest and moral, as well as the lower and material. sense

of the word. That being established, it would be interesting, and 
might be instructive, to lay stress upon two facts—first, during the 
vast twenty-five years. the immigration of Russian, Polish and 


fungarian Jews has exceeded that of any other people, by about 30 or 40 times: 
and that the United States has taken no measures to repress this excessive 
disproportion and render it fairer to other immigrants. Secondly : for 
about 11 years of that period, the in-coming families of these desperate, half- 
bewildered, three-quarters starved thousands of refugees—especially those from 
Russia—were entirely supported, by private benefactions, for the first two 
winters after their arrival; and have, during the 14 years since, formed by fat 
the greater proportion of suffering humanity, in each succeeding winter. The 
question might therefore well arise, whether the excess in both directions 
(ammigration and benefaction), should be allowed to continue so enormously 
in favour of one class of people. 

My own feeling, based upon reasons which I hope to give elsewhere, is 
that.1t should be allowed. Nevertheless, it should be carefully noted and duly 
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weighed by those opposing or upholding laws regulating immigration, that 
the above immigrants are upon arrival incapable of epeesing She language of the 
‘nhabitants, ignorant of the most ordinary laws of cleanliness, and as remote 
from the qualifications of the employees in industries as the imagination can 
sonceive. ‘The process of Americanization is, therefore, in their case slower 
‘han in the case of other immigrants, the instruction necessary involves 
S creater expense, and the results are less homogeneous. That the pressure 
Biaid upon the citizens of the United States by these extra needs has not 
jeterred them from extending to these less fortunate human brothers not only 
exactly the same opportunities as those offered to all other new comers, but

A telegram from Sydney announces that Sir Julian Salomons has accepted 
the post of Agent-General in London for New South Wales. 

Sir Julian Salomons, who has accepted the Agency General, practically 
in succession to Sir Saul Samuel; after a brief interregnum, is a lawyer 
and politician of the greatest distinction in the colony. After being 
Attorney-General, and for many years indisputably leader of the Sydney Bar, he 
was appointed Chief Justice, but resigned the post on learning of certain heart- 
hurnings which his acceptance of it created.

The name of Lewis is a household word in Lancashire, for the people of 
which county anything directly or indirectly connected with the firm of 
“ Lewis's” has. a peculiar interest.

Their uncle expressed the 
desire that this money should be devoted to charitable work in Manchester and 
Liverpool, and with the idea of faithfully carrying out his uncle's wish to the 
last letter, Mr. Benn Woolfe Levy came to Manchester and conferred with a 
number of the chief townsmen. Among these may be mentioned Sir Richard 
Mottram, Sir William Houldsworth, the Lord Mayor of Manchester and the Chief 
Magistrate of the borough of Salford. Mr. Levy. after careful consideration. 
decided to expend a portion of the money in the purchasing and laying out ot 
two recreation grounds, one near Peel Park (Salford), and the other at Blackley 
(Manchester). These grounds are splendid acquisitions to Manchester and 
Salford. The knowledge that not only were these gifts benefiting the public, 
but that they had been given irrespective of creed, inspired the Salford Town 
Council at a meeting on October 28th, 1808, tomove a resolution couched in the 
following terms 

That this Council do ths hovorary freedom of this Conrty Borongh on Benn 
Woolfe Levy, Maq.,of London, for the great interest he hat manifested in the 
welfare of the borough in connec'ion withthe Davil Lewis Reereation Ground 
for Children adjoining Peel Park acquired out of the fandsof the David Lewis 
Trust.

through its streets, that he had an absolute right to look upon all as a fellow.

LARGE PUBLIC MEETINGS. 


At the instance of the Tenants’ Protection Association a meeting protesting 


~ against the extortionate rents demanded by landlords, was held on Saturday 


evening last, in the Hall of the Jewish Working Men's Club, Great Alie 
Street, E. So large was the attendance that an overflow wgrn, was held inthe 
open-air in Tenter Street, Goodman's Fields. Within the Hall the crush was 
so great and the passages were so crowded that one could neither enter nor leave 
the building. hat the meeting was enthusiastic need hardly be said. Its 
excitement was at fever heat and at one moment it boded ill for the one or two 
friends of the landlords who from the back of the Hall endeavoured to defend 
their friends. Mr. Harry 8. Lewis, M.A., who was received with a tremendous 
outburst of cheering, presided, and he was supported by Messrs. W.C. Steadman, 
M.P., L.C.C., Harold Spender, John White, of the Whitechapel Vestry and 
Guardians, M. Bril, I. Suvalsky, and a large number of gentlemen representing 
various institutions in the East End. 

Mr. Lewis, in his opening address, commented on the rapid growth of 
feeling in East London against rack-renting. It was essential that this healthy 
yublic sentiment should be focussed and rightly directed. The offending land- 
ords were fond of insisting on their right “to do as they liked with their own, ’ 
but they showed very little respect for the rights of others.. After giving illus- 
trations of lawlessness on the part of certain landlords, Mr. Lewis added that 
compliance with the letter of the law was not sufficient ; the stability of society 
depended on a reasonable exercise only of legal rights and on the absence of 
oppressive dealing. The evil was sadsehtediy spreading: the responsibility 
rested not only on the landlords, but also on the freeholders and mortgagees, 
from whom the landlords derived their power to do mischief. One of the worst 
results of the new landlordism consisted in. the forcible displacement of 
Christians by foreign Jews. As an example, the speaker mentioned the action 
taken by Mr. Chissick, who had raised the rents in Driver's Buildings, Mile End, 
from 6s. to 10s. 6d., and had filled his houses with foreigners. In discussing 
possible remedies, Mr. Lewis said that the press had done much of late to educate 
public opinion on this question. THe Daily Chronicle, the East London Observer 
and the JewisH CironicLe had been particularly helpful. A Committee had 
been organised, at the suggestion of Sir Samuel Montagu, to deal particularly 
with the legal aspect of the question; and a solicitor would be appointed to 
defend tenants against acts of illegality. Indiscriminate abuse of landlords was to 
be deprecated, and the recent tendency of condemning Jewish landlords was also 
mistaken, for some of them treated their tenants fairly and humanely. Mr. 
Simon Cohen, of Church Lane, had proposéd that a society should be formed, in 
which landlords and tenants should both take part. This would be excellent, 
provided fraudulent and oppressive landlords were excluded. In conclusion, the 
speaker remarked that Jews owed a debt of gratitude to England, which they 
could not bétter pay than by rooting out this plague spot in their midst. 

Mr. Frank Brien then moved :— 


That this mass meeting indignantly protests against the inhuman and brutal actions 
of the new extortionist landlords, who are systematically raising the rents of their 
houses, thereby cau ing misery and privation amongst the unfortunate tenants, 
whom circumstances force to remain in the affected districts. 


Mr. H. GcunsrerG seconded, and Mr. TANNENBAUM having supported the 
resolution, it was unanimously agreed to. 

Mr. P. RoOseENBERG proposed, and Mr, 1. SUVALSKY seconded the second 
resolution, as follows :-— 


That this mass meeting calls upon al! synagogues, societies and institutions in the 
Jewish community to exclude all such members who are extortionist landlords. 
Mr. Jounxn Wuitetmoved the third resolution :— 


That this mass meeting urges upon the vestries the absolute necessity for stricter 
enforcement of the tanitary and rating laws,so as to make the present dangerous 


overcrowding impcrsible, and at the same time heartily approves of the policy of ° 


the London County Council to erect Municipal Dwellings for the working 
classes. 


Mr. Wuire pointed out the necessity of the local authorities taking action 
in the matter. 

Mr. HakoLp SPENDER, In seconding the resolution, delivered a stirring 
speech, and recounted some of his experiences in the course of his inquiries 
into the question. 

Mr. W. SreapMan,. M.P., L.C.C.. suggested that a meeting of the Members 
of Parliament for the Parliamentary Divisions of the Tower Hamlets should be 
held for the purpose of drafting a Bill which should deal with the Rent Question. 
He was further of opinion that a “no rent” manifesto should be issued and that, 
if possible, even at a litte inconvenience the people should remove to other 
districts and by such steps bring grasping landlords to their knees. 

Mr. M. Brit moved :— 


That this mass meeting pledges itself to become members of the Tenants’ Protection 
Association, and appeals to the leaders of the Jewish « »mmunity to consult and 
work with the inhabitants of the Kast End to secure a settlement of the Rent 
(Qnestion. 


Mr. Brij. said, that the Tenants’ Protection Association had been formed 
long before the meeting had béen convened at the Goulston Street Baths. 
They asked the leaders of the community to work with them hand-in-hand. It 
was not a question of charity. 

Mr. Epstein seconded the resolution. 
A hearty vote of thanks to Mr. Lewis terminated the proceedings in the 
hall. 

The open air meeting which was being held whilst the meeting in the hall 
was in progress was addressed by Messrs. H. 8. Lewis, M. Bril. F. Brien and 
Epstein. Similar resolutions to the foregoing were adopted with enthusiasm. 
Open-air meeting also took place on Sunday in Fieldgate Street and Booth 
Street. The chief speakers were Messrs. Herswitz, Epstein, Oliver and 
Abrahams, representing the Tenants’ Protection Association, which meets every 
Saturday evening at 25. Whitechapel Road. E. 


A meeting was held at Toynbee Hall on Monday to constitute a 
Tenants’ Defence Committee. Canon Barnett was appointed Chairman, Mr. B. 
Straus, L.C.C., Vice-Chairman, the Rev. W. Robinson and Mr. H. 8. Lewis, Hon. 
Secretaries, the other members of the Committee, who, have already agreed to 
act, being Sir Samuel Montagu, Bart., M.P., Messrs. N. L. Cohen, Marritt, E. L. 
Matthews, S. Rasen, and M. Bril (the last two gentlemen being delegates 
appointed by a local Society for the Protection of Tenants). It was resolved. 
on the motion of Sir Samuel Montagu, that Mr. George Vandamm should be 
appointed Solicitor tothe Committee, and that he should be instructed to advise 
and, if necessary, to take legal proceedings in cascs referred to him by the 
Committee. 


ltlegal Distress.—On the 4th inst., George Lartling, certified bailiff, and 
Mr. Harris, a landlord, were summoned before Mr. Haden Corser, at Worship 
Street Police Court, for unlawfully distraining upon the goods of one Solomon 
Baker, at 7, Pelham Street, Brick Lane. Mr, George Vandamm appeared for the 


complainant, and stated that he was-acting on instructions from Sir Samyy 
Montagu. The complainant was formerly a tenant of Harris's and had paid };, 
rent, amounting to 8s. 6d. per week, up to the 5th December, and on the 10th 
December Harris saw bim and said that he intended raising the rent i«. 
week, and thereupon Baker said that he could not pay the increase and would moy, 
out the next day. On Sunday, llth December, Baker moved out frop, 
land2, Booth Street, to his present address, but on the 27th December 
Lartling levied a distraint for &s. 6d. rent and 7s. 6d. expenses. Mr. Vandamy 
explained to the Magistrate that this was an illegal distress as, unti| the 
morning of the 13th December, the landlord had no power to distrain upo, 
the goods of his tenant, and referred to sections of the different Acts o¢ 
Parliament bearing on the question, and called evidence to prove the necessary 
facts. Mr. Margetts, who appeared for the bailiff and the landlord, contendes 
that the seizure was justified by the fact that the tenanc had removed }jx 
goods to avoid payment of the rent, and that therefore such removal wy 
fraudulent and clandestine. Mr. Haden Corser said that in his opinion syeh 
contention could not for a moment be upheld. He believed that the landlops 
knew full well that his tenant was removing and that the tenant did nyo; 
remove in any clandestine way nor with any intention to prevent a distregs 
The property which had been seized was ordered to be returned to the tenan: 
together with £1 Is. costs of solicitor. Mr. Haden Corser also made some

Interpretation at East End Courts. 


Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER reported to the Board the steps that had been taken 
with a view to selecting an official interpreter for the East End Courts. Mr 
Alexander said that some 34 applications for the post had been received in 
response to the advertisement that had appeared in the Jewish Press, but a 
ventleman (Mr.S. Rehfisch) had been introduced to their notice who had greater 
qualifications than any of the candidates. Mr. Rehfisch spoke German, Yiddish 
and pure Hebrew to perfection, in addition to which he was a gentleman in 
thought, sentiment and bearing, and there could be no doubt that he was the 
most desirable man for the position. There had, however, arisen a financial 
question. Mr. Réhfisch had expressed his inability to accept the .post at the 
salary which had been mentioned in the advertisement emnel by the Board, bat 
he would accept the appointment and be prepared to place his entire time at 
the disposal of the Board at a minimum salary of £150 per annum, with a 
maximum increase from fees to £24) per annum. Mr. Alexander strongly urged 
the Board to sanction the appointment on those terms. 

Sirk Joseru SERAG Monvreriore said that it should be understood that 
Mr. Alexander's statement did not express the views of all the members of 
the Sub-Committee appointed to select a candidate. As far as he per- 
sonally was concerned, he considered £15) per annum was a sufficient 
remuneration. 

Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER said that in the circumstances he deemed it right to 
inform the Board that the Sub-Committee had not received from its President 
that assistance which they had a right to expect. Sir J. Sebag Montefiore had 
not attended a single meeting of the Committee.

HENRIQUES spoke ‘in support of the recommendation made by Mr. D. L.

It was due to the Board that he 
should explain that his absence from the meetings of the Sub-Committee was 
due to the fact that those meetings were convened at one or two days’ notice and 
he had been prevented by other engagements from attending, 

It was then resolved, at the instance of Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER. that Mr. 8. 
Rehfisch should be appointed as interpreter at a minimum salary of £150 per 
annum, and an additional £5) per annum for fees. A vote of thanks was passed 
to Mr. Hermann Landau for the able assistance he had given in the selection of 
a suitable interpreter. | 

Some further business was then transacted, and the meeting afterwards

SOME POINTS ON ALIEN IMMIGRATION.—IV. | other they di

The concentration of alien immigrants into the three trades ot tailoring, 
bootmaking, and cabinet-making, renders a consideration of the state of these 
three trades in relation to alien immigration of the utmost necessity. But, such 
~onsideration to be effective, must be thorough, and not haphazard, and such a 
complete examination into three important and highly complex industries as 
those named must clearly be outside the scope of this series of articles. They 
have, however, been somewhat extensively examined, notably by the Sweating 
Committee of the House of Lords, by the Board of Trade, for the purposes of 
their Report issued in 1804, and by Mr. D. F. Schloss, whose conclusions are 
rendered by Mr. Booth in the section of his work on “ London Lifeand Labour.” 
which deals with the East End. What however we can do here is to set out a 
few general conclusions which. while not pretending to an exhaustive statement, 
may be useful in controverting some of the misstatements constantly made by 


Restrictivists. 


All Three Industries are in a State of Economic 
Transformation. 


There are many points of similarity besides the concentration into them of 
-he alien immigrant, which are common to the three industries. Each of them 
for instance is in a gradual state of transformation from a condition of pure 
handicraft, in which each article with which they were concerned, was: made 
entirely by the handwork of a worker or workers, into “ wholesale’ industries, in 
which sub-division of labour is an essential element. This in each case has been 
qused largely by the introduction of machinery, forced upon the industries in 
the main by foreign example. The effect has been to specialise the operatives 
engaged, into different groups which range from a low-to a high degree of skill 
This gives a chance which formerly did not occur for the introduction of labour 
involving little skill. Thus we find that in the Leicester factories the boot, 
which formerly was made from start to finish by a skilled bootmaker, to-day goes 
through “8 distinct processes and. 5! distinct machines. So that instead of a 
yootmaker who was bound to be a highly skilled operative, and who possibly had 
to serve a long and expensive apprenticeship in order to render himself com- 
petent. persons are engaged in separate occupation of the various industries 
which the bootMmaker originally combined in himself; and they and machinery 
have rendered it impossible for him to compete in rapidity and cheapness of 
manufacture. The same has occurred in the tailoring and the cabinet making. 
in which, as in the other two industries, the old handicraft method of producing 
has gone on side by side with the new process. But, it has been gradually shrinking 
in bulk; since the points in which it excels, ¢.y.. thoroughness, care and good 
finish, are not in such demand as to successfully compete to any large extent 
with the cheapness of the machine-made article. 


Sub-Division Provides Indoor Work. 


The result of introducing machinery into a trade as largely as it has of 
recent years been introduced into the three trades we are 
concentrate the industry into large factories, since expensiv: 
ean be profitably employed only. in that way. Hence; in place of small 
workshops we have had growing up huge factories employing large numbers of 
workers under one roof. But, machinery does not yet do everything, and so 
we have had what are virtually new ‘industries growing up, themselves the 
result of machinery and sub-division of operations. These industries can 
conveniently be carried on in small workshops or at home. When the worker is 
a woman—and especially a married womain—the advantage of being able to 
obtain work which will not take her from her home for long hours together, 
and for other reasons, is apparent. When the worker is a Jew, observant of 
Dietary Laws and anxious to keep Sabbaths and Feasts and Fasts, to leave off 
work at such times as, for instance, the exigencies of afternoon or evening 
prayers, or perhaps the attendance for the purpose of saying Kaddish during 
a year of mourning, demand, the convenience of “indoor work 
will at once occur to anyone who thinks about the matter. When the worker 
isan alien, not speaking the language of the country, the drawback of being 
compelled to work in a factory side by side with those to whom he must be a 
stranger, is very real. But, in the Alien Immigrant we have all the conditions 
concentrated, which make “ indoor ” work, as it is termed, of peculiar advantage. 
The female members of his family assist him in the work, he probably is a 
strictly observant Jew, and he probably is ignorant of the English language. 
Added to this. some of the “indoor” work is such that it requires not much 
skill, and therefore provides a livelihood without long training, while the restric- 
tions which are necessarily present in a large factory such as the definite 
hours of labour and so forth to which’ the alien has been unused, 
are absent from home work. Is it wonderful then, that the Ahen 
Immigrant has adopted trades that fit in with the special circumstances that 
environ him, as do the three trades he mostly engages in, in some branch ? But, to 
say that because he takes what advantage he may find from the condition of the 
trades, therefore he is responsible for those conditions, is in the highest degree 
absurd. He might as well be made responsible for the fact that Whitechapel 
is in the East End and not in the West, just because he settles there. 

Trade Complaints by no means New. 

But, the complaints which naturally must arise when vast economic trans- 
formation is proceeding, are by no means new. The tailoring trade gives a striking 
example of this. The journeyman tailor was unheard of in this country before 
the middle of the 17th century. Before that time the wealthy people bought 
cloth direct from the “ Cithiers,” and took it to a working master tailor to make 
Up, if they did not keep a tailor as part of their own household to do the work. 

he poor people made their own garments or wore those cast off by their 
Wealthy neighbours. During the first half of the 17th century, however, there 
‘rose a class of shopkeeping master tailors, and these were deemed a source of 
Considerable trouble to the rest of the’ trade. ‘Thus. 1n losl, an anonymous 
author wrote a book entitled “The Trade of England Revived, &c.,” which he 
“humbly offered to the present Parliament.” In the course of his remarks we

That the tailoring industry was at this time 
under what it deemed a real grievance, is shown further by a petition presented 
in lox< to the Lord Mayor of London by representatives of the trade in the City 


Later on, in a petition to Queen Anne complaint was made of the 


vast swarms of unlawfal workers and other unqualified persons who never. served any 
apprenticeship; and have of late years broken in upon the tayloring trade. 


Thus, we see from this glimpse into the ancient history of the tailoring trade; ’ 
that long before the Russian and Polish Jew was thought of in connection with | 
it, the gradual changes which were then just beginning to be felt were complained 
about as more extensive changes are complained about to-day, while the tone of 
the complaint and the cause attributed, have not undergone material alteration 
all things considered, in the two centuries lapse of time.

“ We think that undue stress has been laid on the injurious effect on wages caused by 
foreign immigration, inasmuch as we find that the eviie complained of obtain in trades, 
which do not appear to be afiected by foreign immigration.”

Restrictive Legislation mot the Remedy. 


It becomes obvious that other causes than Alien Immigration must be 
looked for to account for identically the same results affecting industries in 
which Alien Immigrants engage and those in which they do not. To some 
extent, perhaps, the root cause is to be found in cheapness of labour which is 
unskilled, and which renders available employment at a price below that at which 
human beings should be expected to labour, And this, in its turn, may, to some 
extent, be determined by the supply of labour of the character described, But, it 
must not be forgotten that for all practical purposes, the supply to the demand for 
cheap labour is not dependent upon the labourer being in any given locality—that 
the real effect of cheap labour is the same, whether its operations are carried on 
here or whether they are carried on abroad and its productions sent here—the 
same, that is to say, so far as the direct effect upon skilled workers in the same in- 
dustry are concerned, Now, it may be right or wrong policy to endeavour, by 
artificial means, to swell the values of labour and of the products of labour. -That 
is a large question which involves a consideration of the relative merits of protec- 
tion and free trade. But, is it not the merest and sheerest fatuousness to imagine 
that the whole of the economic working of supply and demand in labour and its 
products, is going to be changed a hairsbreadth, by the keeping out from this 
country of the few Russians and Poles—possibly not more than “0, probably 
not more than 100 per annum—who, upon any plan that has yet been 
presented, will be excluded by restrictive legislation ’ Evils there may be, and 
remedies may be possible. But, the Alien Immigrant is as little responsible for 
the former as the latter are likely to be found in the Bill for which Lord 
Hardwicke obtained a third reading last Session in the House of Lords.

an impetus to British trade, and has widened the market for the products of British 
manufacturers, such as cloth weavers, thread spinners and button makers, besides giving 
increased employment to those engaged in the carrying trade of our country. At the same 
time our working class population have benefited largely by being enabled to procure 
better and cheaper clothing, such as would formerly have been quite beyond their reach. 
There has been an exaggerated idea prevalent as to the number of immigran’s who have 
come and are coming to settle in London. It is not, perhaps, generally known that many 
of those classed as alien immigrants only come to England en route to America ani other 
places. Also foreign sailors arriving in England are reckoned as immigrants, but are not 
reckoned as emigrants when they leave again in their ships. In one year alone (1897) 
10,752 sailors ought to be deducted from the total of alien immigrants, besides 5,558 
foreigners who left England for various non-European countries Any one whose mind 
has been haunted by the idea of an “alien invasion" going on would do well to louk at 
the JEWISH CHRONICLE for January 6th, where he will find facts and figures quoted 
from Board of Trade returns and other reliable sources which wil! relieve bis apprehensions, 
Our country is not yet over-populated. We have still, happily, plenty of room for indus- 
trious and law-abiding people, and plenty of eroployment in these good times for all who 
are willing and able to work; and we do not want, as you so well express it, “ to create 
artificial scarcity of labour.” With the large tracts of the earth's surface which have of 
late come under British rule still undeveloped, there is ample scope for the energies of 
these newcomers as well as for our own people. The Kussisn Jewish refagees will make 
enthusiastically loyal colonists, and in the event of war with Russia can be depended on 
not to help the country which has so cruelly ill-treated them, nor to turn against the 
country which has given them a refuge in the time of of need.

The following letter was also published in Tuesday's issue of the above- 
mentioned paper :— 


Sin,—I notice that your London correspondent, in your yesterday's issue, referred 
to the Board of Trade return of alien immigration, which has just been published, and eaid 
that these 1etarns showed that 55,000 immigrants “ had come to stay " during 1898, being 
over 3,000 above those of 1597. May 'I point out to you how unfair it is to take the partial 
returns issued by the Board of Trade as any indication of the number of immigrants who 
come here to stay, and still more to assume that all those recorded are necessariiy the 
class of immigrants whom those who favour restrictive legislation desire to exclude. I would 
point out to you that, in the last annual return of emigration and immigration, which 
was issued by the Board of Trade in April, 158, the following statement is made: — 
“These lista are obtained under regulations which make it certain that they include a 
record of all aliens who can, by any definition, be regarded as belonging toa destitu’e 
class, though they are, of course, by no means confined to that clase. Indeed, by far the 
greater part of the aliens included in the lists are no doubt persons travelling to and fro 
between this country and the Continent on business or pleasure, as will appear both 
from their classification by nationalities, and from consideration of the small number by 
which the foreign population of the United Kingdom was increased within the past year 
[ am sure that had your correspondent seen this report of the Board of Trade he would no 
have ventured to say that a return of only those foreigners who arrive here at certain 
ports, even though it shows some increase over the previcus perjod, can be the slightest 
indication, one way or the other, at to the necessity or the desirabiity of an 
Alien Bill. One other paragraph from ‘he same report will teil how far 
we ought to regard the aliens recorded as arriving here “not «n row! for América or 
other places” as necessarily staying here. The report says:—“ It was ascertained by 
officers of Customs, by inquiries which could not be made exhaustive on the subject, that 
a large number of aliens, not descrived in the lists as proceeding to other countries, 
oa in the case of those that arrive at London, were in fact on their way there at 
once.” pointed all this out ia an article | contributed to the 1808-0 “ Jewish Year Book,” 
and which has just been reprinted in pamphiet furm; while the JEWISH CIHLRONICLE 
bas now current a series of articles dealing with the whole question.

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The agitation in regard to the high rents in the Hast 

The End continues unabated, and with the falling in of 

High Rents leases in Whitechapel and Stepney in the near future, 
Agitation. is likely to be intensified rather than diminished. It 

is difficult to contemplate the situation as it exists 

to-day without the deepest pain and concern. But we are afraid 
that not much good comes of meetings such as that of last Saturday, 
except that they give articulate expression to the distress attitcting the 
hapless poor of the district, while by affording an opportunity for repudiation 
to Jews like Mr. Harry Lewis, they help to relieve the community in genera) 
from the stigma which a few base members are wickedly casting upon it, 
Bat if we look to the resolutions carried at last Saturday night's 
meeting, we shall find no serious solution of the whole difficulty. Expelling 


the offending Jews from the synagogue may or may not be desirable ; it 
will not lower the rents; and, indeed, we should not ran away with the 
conclusion that all the offenders are members of our own faith. Nor wil] 
the mere enforcement of the sanitary and rating laws banish the plague 
complained of. The strictest application of the sanitary rules is 
nevertheless desirable for its own sake. The speakers last Saturday 
thundered against the culprits, but could not propound practicable 
schemes for circamventing them. If it were merely a question 
ol terrorising these social leeches, one might. resort to something 
more than strong language or religious ostracism. In Ireland for 
example, the Government intervened between landlord and tenant, put a 
spoke, as it were, in the wheels of the economic chariot, declared that 
the necessities of decent existence were above the law of demand 
and supply, and enabled the Courts to fix what they considered 
a fair, living rent. It cannot be said that the partial trans‘er 
thus effected of property in land relieved the necessities of the 
very poorest, but in the last resort some such plan might have to 
be adopted in certain districts of London. Farthermore, a continuance 
of these exactions may bring the County Council into the 
field, and extortionate. landlords may find the Council a formidable 
competitor, It is not a qnestion of terrorising iniquitous land- 
lords, bat of finding an honourable and permanent solation for the 
whole question. The East End difficulty is really only a part of 
the much larger question of the housing of the poor, which affects Jew 
and (rentile alike, not only in the Hast End bat through the length and 
breadth of the Kingdom. 
of Jews are particularly bound np with the matter, and we have to recognise 
that until the Jewish aggregation in the East End is reduced, until the Jewish 
poor are weaned from the occupations into which they have thrown themselves 
in such numbers, which bind them with iron bonds to a single district and 
leave them helpless in the hands of a few landlords, there will be no permanent 
relief from trouble.

M. de Mun on 
the Dreyfus 
Case. 


Nor is it more true to say that the Dreyfas Case has been from its commencement to 
its latest development the offspring of an anti-Semitic plot. ‘The contrary would be more 
eorrect, ‘The truth it is the Dreyfus Case which has gi-en a raison d¢tre to anti- 
Semitism, the latter having become suddenly transforme fl into a p»pular movement pre- 
ciaely because of the odious campaign against the heads of our national Army, undertaken 
with the connivance of the Jews, or at least without any protest on their part. Sach is 
the true explanation of this outburst of popular feeling. 


There is no campaign against the French army, and it is a wicked device to 
represent to Freachmen that Jews have attacked the most popular institution 
in France. The Dreyfas case was part of the anti-Semitic plot. His imagined 
treason was first announced in the colamns of the anti-Semitic l’ress, which 
had for years been urging that Jewish officers should be hounded out of 
the army. His condemnation was procnred by anti-Semitic pressure 
on General Mercier. Many Jews have supported the movement for 
revision, and their very existence a3 citizens of France was bound up 
with the effort for giving this injarel man the benetit of the ordinary 
sanctions of justice. It will always be a jast reproach to M. de Man's party 
that they condescended for political purposes to keep thia unhappy officer 
on his torrid island when it had become apparent that he had been 
condemned in defiance of the most ordinary rules of liberty. It will be their 
lasting shame that they sought political advantage from the popalar preju- 
dices, so artfully intlamed and used, which condemned Dreyfus to his years of 
unmerited suffering. And on the other hand, the efforts made by such Jews 
as Bernard Lazare and Joseph Reinach in concurrence with noble-hearted 
Christians like Hyacinthe Loyson and Gabriel Monod, and the lawyerr, 
writers, and men of science of the Republic will shed lustre on the country whose 
inherited misfortanes made their efforts necessary. To say that anti-Semitic 
feeling was roused becaus, some of the Jews took this noble and fraternal 
part is an inversion of cause and effect which will not go down even in a 
foreign country. ur own attention was directed to the case because it was 
part of the anti-Semitic persecution ; and as soon as M. Lazare’s book stated 
the grounds for the ramours which had previously prevailed as to the nature 
of the so-called “ trial’ no English journalist of candour or reputation had 
anv further doubts. No wonder that the Jews in France felt still more 
acutely the injustice done ; bat the anti-Jewish fever was already in full fary, 
and the Dreyfus case was not its cause, but one of its direst symptoms.

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succession of an important semi-diplomatic post, it is doubly welcome to us. 
It shows the completeness with which racial and religious dividing marks have 
been obliterated in the infant nationalities over sea, and the thoroughness 
with which they have adopted the lessons of equality tliat older 


nations only preached. It shows that the Jews are becoming daily more, 


identified with the national life, and becoming indissolubly incorporated in the 
great fabric of the British Empire. Above all, it demonstrates that in the 
great pioneer work of empire-building they are not behind other Englishmen, 
that they are helping to carry the British Power onward, coming as messengers 
from colonies to mother country and forming in their-own persons the haman 
bond between Englishmen and the'r kith and kin beyond the ocean. That 
Jews have done much pioneer service in South Africa the annals of the last 
generation arnply demonstrate. That they have borne an honourable part in 
the life of Australasia the successive appointment of two Jews to the highest 
post in the gift of the New South Wales Government, though the entire 
Jewish popalation of the Colony numbers barely six thousand, might be 
sufficient proof, 


The story, however, of the Australian colonies bears 

Jews further evidence, if any were needed, ol the honourable 

as English part borne by Jews in the commercial development of 
Colonists. the colony. Tbe names of men like Mr. Lewis Phillips 

and Mr. I. J, Cohen, very early settlers in the Colony, 

the Hon. S. A. Joseph who died a few months ago, the Hon. Lewis, Wolfe 
Levy (father of Mr. Benn Levy who received the honorary freedom of Salford 
this week hs Mr. (seorge Cohen. chairman of the most promineot commercial 
institutions of Sydney; his father, Samuel Cohen, the first Jew elected a 
member of the Parliament of New South Wales; the Hon. H. E. Cohen, 
who, after following a commercial career, is now Judge of the Supreme Court 
of New South Wales; and men now living in London like David 
Cohen and Sigismund Hoffnung are in themselves abundant testimony 
to the distinction which Jewish colonists have won for themselves in 
Australia. But-the name which leaps most prominently to one’s mind in 
this connection is the ever-honoured one of Montefiore. Fifty years ago, 
when the colony of New South Wales barely felt its feet—an infant indeed 
among. the family of nations—Jacob and Joseph Montefiore had founded a 
firm there which stood in the front rank of business establishments. Jacob 
Montefiore indeed boasted one of the largest sheep-runs in New Sonth 
Wales; and bis name is writ large in the colony's history. At the junction 
of the Bell and Macquarie rivers in Wellington Valley, stands the town- 
ship of Montefiore. In Adelaide, too, the two brothers gave their name to 
a well-known hill; while the Bank of Australia survives to this-day as a 
living monument of their activity and success, for they took a leading part 
in its establishment, Jacob Montefiore himself being for a considerable time 


one of its most energetic diréctors. The successive appointment of Sir Sa 


Samuel.and Sir Julian Salomons is. therefore. in one sense. but a recognition 
of the work which Jews have accomplished in the interests of the Australian 
colonies. As a qoasi-diplomatic post, too, it serves to remind us of the 
strangely insignificant share which Jews playin the diplomatic profession as a 
whole. Mr. Oscar Straus, the present United States Minister to Turkey is.

The Dreyfus Case in Manchester. 


The Dreyfus case is exciting the utmost interest in Manchester, and the local 
apers devote long columns to reporting and criticising its latest bearings. 
Laan on “l'affaire Dreyfus” are frequent, and on Friday evening last the 
Rev. D. A. de Mouilpied. a well-known Manchester Wesleyan divine, attracted 
a large audience to a lecture on the subject in the Stretford Town 
Hall. The lecture, which was given under the auspices of the local Wesleyan 
Literary Society, was listened to with the greatest attention. Mr. Mouilpied, 
after describing the affair as “the greatest tragedy of modern times,” said 
nothing was wanting to make it complete—mystery, conspiracy, hatred, physical 
and moral torture, and justice now appearing. He pointed out that on the 25th 
of October last. when the French Naniher of Deputies reassembled after a 
eneral election, the time when the Fashoda crisis was at its height, not a 
Depots had a word to say about the state of things in Egypt. Upon 
Dreyfus the thought of every member of that House was centred, for the 
honour of the army and the prestige of the nation were bound up with the 
prisoner on Devil's Island much more than with Major Marchand at Fashoda. 
The case was, in its last analysis. a religious struggle between modern thought, 
Freemasonry, all forms of Liberalism, the Conservative forces and the power of 
Jesuitry in the Roman Catholic Church. The Franco-German War, he considered, 
did not shatter France as this Dreyfus business was doing. That war was agreat 
annealing furnace which brought the whole nation together in opposing a 
common enemy, but this affair had separated friend from friend, profes- 
sion from profession, and had at last landed the Republic in the awful situation 
of having the army against the nation and the nation against the army. The 
depths of corruption, of forgery, of wholesale lying, had been brought to light, 
until the civilised world had come to question the value of faith, honour and 
truth. What would be the outcome ! the lecturer queried. In his mind, there 
were two solutions possible. Disgusted with its civilian President, the Army 
might call to its aid a military Chief, perhaps Prince Victor Napoleon, and there 
might be another Imperial throne and another Waterloo or Sedan. Or, the 
nation regaining possession of itself, would sweep away the mal-administrators 
of the national wealth and the national honour and make thé watchwords 
“ Liberty, Equality and Fraternity,” blaze with a new light.—(Applause). At 
the close of the lecture, a hearty vote of thanks was accorded Mr. de Mouilpied, 
who is of French origin, if not of French birth. 


The Jews in Algeria. 


FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, | 


Oran. JANUARY, 104. 


Max Régis, who had gone to Paris to be present at the debate of the Chamber 
on the Algenan events, came back to Algiers on Sunday last. Of course he chose 
that day for his arrival as all offices and manufactures would be closed, and more 

vople than on a weekday could gather to greet him on bis arrival. On the day 
vefore, proclamations of an anti-Jewish character were distributed by thousands. 
and the Awt:-Ju) issued a special number. The usual anti-Jewish demonstra- 
tions took place, all the Jewish shops closing as soon as Régis had landed, Régis. 
who rode mm an open carriage, expressed his thanks for the ovation. When 
approaching the Town Hall, the horses were removed from the cirriage and forty 
roughs (who had been previously paid) pulled it tul it reached the Town Hall. 
Then Regis came to the balcony and addressed the crowd, saying that he was 
entirely rewarded for the mjustice that had been inflicted upon him’ in his 
suspension, by his enthusiastic reception that day. He explained that 
it was not extraordinary that the Deputies had approved his suspension as, with 
a few exceptvions, they had sold themselves to the Jews and that the Chamber 
was acesspool. He then read an article from the Lilire Parole, in which it. was 
said that the anti-Jews would not cease the agitation until the Governor. M. 
Laferrivre, and M. wutaud, the Prefect, were dismissed from office as they were 
“two thieves” (deux bandits} that were disgracing Algeria .-. . All these 
scenes were taking place before the Tow i) H il] at four p.m. Then Max Regis 
repaired to his villa, which is known as Villa Anti-Juive.” During the even- 
ing. he went to the Cafe Tantouville, and, seeing amongst the customers M. 
Telhouidee. journalist on the statt of the Anti-Jéiri sh Radical. he asked him 
if he was the writer of the article in which Régis was described as an Italian. M. 
Telhouidee answered that he bad written it. and. as Re gis fell on him, he took 
out his revolver and fired:-at him, but Régis was not hurt. M. Telhouidec 
was immediately arrested, and whilst he was being removed to the Police 
Station, he received from a friend of Regis a most violent blow on the head 
which caused blood to flow. Instead, therefore, of the Police Station, the party 
wended its way to the Hospital where he still hes. ; 

In consequence ot these events M. Dupuy telegraphed to the (rovernor to 
dismiss Re gis from the othice of Mayor. He was merely suspended previously. 
Regis tried, when the news reached him, to organise riots, but the firm attitude 
of the Governor soon called the rioters to reason. The Municipal Council met. 
and a collective resignation was discussed, finally they decided to remain. for if 
new elections take place they would not be returned, now that Régis cannot 
come forward as a candidate for a penod of twelve months. 

In the cause the Jewish Consistoire rersvs the Town of Algiers. M.Salomon 
Honel.. Barrister-at-law and President of the Jewish Consistoire. appeared for 
the plaintiffs, and M. Edmond Gallois, Barrister-at-law and Deputy-Mayor of 
Algiers, defended. The Jewish Consistuire, said M. Honel, asked damages for 
the demolition of the huts at the Municipal slaughter-house, and demanded the 
rebuilding at the cost of the Municipality. On a point of jurisdiction. M 
Hourie decided that he had no right to judge the matter as he was the Judge of 
Algiers, and the slanghter-house was beyond the city, consequently the matter

The Jews in Roumania.

The Educational Question. 


The Minister of Education continues to show how lightly he esteems th, 
Jews, and how little he has their intellectual advancement at heart. Here , 
what he wrote in a recent cireular: “In the actual state of things, there canno 
be a question of foreign children, seeing that the school buildings can og) 
contain a moiety of Roumanian children.” In another circular addressed , 
school teachers, he states: “One of the gravest mistakes is to have inscribed 
foreign pupils before having satisfied all the demands of Roumanian childrey 
The manayers who committed such faults are guilty of a great responsibility,” 

In order to counterbalance these unjust measures, the Jews at Galatz, as| 
have already reported, have founded a Commercial Class, and the Jews at Jass) 
a Gymnasial Class. Similar steps have been taken at Piatra and Bucharest }) 
the students. In all these classes the course is free. 

According to statistics prepared by the Society for the Instruction of 
Roumanian Jews, there were, durmg the scholastic year 1896-97, 36,315 childrey 
of school age, of whom 22,138 did not attend any school, 3,089 were admitted 
into the Public Elementary Schools (on payment of the spevial tax), 82 
attended the Jewish Communal Schools, and 2.7! were in infants’ schools. most 
of them nothing more than Chedarim which are tolerated by the law. 

An important fact, very rare among us, is that M. Max Asiel, who some 
years previously had given a donation of 25,000 frances to the Primary Schoo 
of the Society Cultura, has given another donation of 25,000 franes to the sam 
society with the object of founding a Commercial School, the need for which 
has become very pressing. This event—for in our country a donation. of such 
importance is really an event—has been celebrated by a banquet. 


The Christian Students. 


The agitation of these students continues. The students at Jassy, on 
returning from their Congress, issued some 40,000 copies of a manifesto, in 
which they incited the peasants against the Jews by alleging that the latter 
wished to destroy the churches by imposing their religion on the Christians. 

Christian students have also organised meetings at Dorohoi and 
Botoschani. The first, which was supported by the Prefect and the Mayor 
caused alarm among the inhabitants; the second, having been ignored by the 
authorities, was a fiasco. 

These students are also agitating for withholding the right to practice from 
doctors who came here with foreign diplomas, unless they pass certain 
examinations, which would occupy at least a year. 

M. Xenopol, the new Rector of the University of Bucharest, has convened 1 
meeting of students in order to found anew Society under his Presidentship. 
He has ignored the Jewish students, as also the Medical Society, because the 
latter numbers within its ranks numerous Jewish students. 


The Meat Tax at Galatz. 


The Mayor of Galatz lately conceived the idea of ruining the Jewish com- 
munity, which supports all the educational and philanthropic institutions. With 
this object in view he decided to engage new Shochetim, and to appoint them to 
the abattoir. As soon as this decision was put into force all the schools and 
the hospital were closed, the population became alarmed, and with one accord

Miscellaneous. 


M. David Emmanuel (who is a Roumanian citizen), Professor of Higher 
Algebra at the Faculty of Sciences at Bucharest, has been appointed a member 
of the General Council of Public Instruction in the Section of Superior 
Education. He is the first Jew appointed to so high a post. M. Emmanuel has 
also been placed on the Commission for the Elabgration of the Statutes of his 
Faculty, and appointed Substituté in the Course of Mathematies for his colleague 
General Lahovari, ex-Minister. 

At the recent Municipal Elections M.S. Veinberg was re-elected Common 
Councillor at Chilia (Dobroudja). In the Dobroudja, the Jews who were 
formerly Turkish subjects are regarded as Roumanians: nevertheless they are 
driven from villages under various pretexts. 

Several Jews were awarded diplomas and honorable mentions for exhibits 
at the District Exhibition at Crajova. 

At an election meeting held at Galatz, the Prime Minister, M. Stourdza, 
declared that commerce and all branches of industry must be taken out of the 
hands of foreigners (/.c., Jews).

Some of the more important pieces in Baron Ferdinand’s collection 
from well-known sales=-the Fountaine, Hamilton Palace, Londesborough. 
Magniac, Spitzer, and others—and these, of course, are more or less known to the 
terested public, who have had an opportunity of seeing them in the sale rooms, 
But a great number have eae quietly and directly from the possession of their 
former owners into that of Baron Ferdinand, and these will have for connoisseurs 
‘he added interest of novelty. 

The word plate scarcely conveys to the ear the impression made by seeing 
the fine array otf richly chased cups, tazzas, spoons, and other objects which the 
sinces and wealthy merchants of the 16th century used to garnish their tables, 
iad of which there is here a goodly number. Nor are the precious metals alone 
rought into play; ostrich eggs, the “griffin’s eggs” of medieval times, the 
ridescent shell of the nautilus, rare and curious stones from the East are all 


f found, enriched with gold or silver mountings on which the graceful fancy of the 


French or Italian goldsmiths of the Renaissance has been allowed full play. A 


| favourite device was to make the cup in the form of a bird or animal, perhaps

| truly priceless so are it may safely be said that some few of them are not sur- 


yassed by any cabinet in Europe. Those who had the opportunity of visiting 
the fine exhibition of European enamels at the Burlington Fine Arts Club, 
eighteen months ago, will not fail to have noticed a series of five small vases of 
iriental onyx, chalcedony, and lapis lazuli, interesting enough in themselves but 
rendered of immensely greater importance and value by their gold mountings, 
enriched with delicate translucent and other enamels, in the most perfect style 
f the ripest Italian art. The principal piece of these is an oviform vase of 
haleedony, about Yin. in height, carved in cameo with vine brances and grapes, 
with two projecting handles cut from the solid stone. Thus far it is of gcod 
iassical work, and the cunning craftsman of Imperial Rome who fashioned it 
would most surely appreciate the refined skill with which another artist of his 
ative Italy has enriched it 1,500 years later. The mounting is throughout of 
old gold, partly covered with delicate enamelling in brilliant colours, every detail 
f which is perfect of its kind, and carried out in the fullest harmony with the 
design of the vase itself. The second is of somewhat smaller size, but scarcely, 
fat all, of inferior importance. It is in the form of a ewer, the body being of 
sloodstone, slightly carved, but of singularly graceful outline ; the gold mount- 
ngs are of the same richly-jewelled style as those of its companion, and are, 
verhaps, the work of the same skilful hand. The handle, which is the form of 
isnake-like animal, is thickly set with emeralds and rubies, and upon the upper 
urve is perched a dainty figure of Cupid, of gold enamelled white, with his 
wrow-raised in his hand ready to strike. The spout is modelled in the same 
‘tyle to represent a dragon, and equally studded with jewels. The other pieces 
{ this fine set are of the same brilliant decorative character, and if separated 
‘rom the two vases just described would easily take a first place in any collection. 
Joe of them is carved from a single block of. lapis lazuli, and, like the first, is of 
itiquae Roman, mounted in gold by an Italian artist of the 16th century, who 
ias placed on the cover a delicate little group of Venus and Cupid ; the other 
‘wo are of jasper, a tazza and a covered vase, the latter surmounted by a large 
‘neut crystal of ruby. 

It is not an easy task to give any idea of the variety to be found among the 
rucles for personal adornment without adopting the style of a descriptive 
italogue, Some of the finer pieces were shown at the Jewelry Exhibition at 
outh Kensington in 1872 by their then owner, and are in the catalogue under 
Nos, 206, 207, 211 and 212. One of them is a singularly charming pendant jewel 
with figures of Venus and Cupid in enamel in the centre; it may very probaDty 
% by the same hand as another, similar in general design, but with the subject 
of the rebuke of St. Thomas, now in the collection of Sir Richard Wallace. 

hese and a large proportion of the others in Baron Ferdinand’s collection are 
*xecuted in the style that is usually attributed to Cellini, and are, at any rate, 
almost uniformly classed as Italian work. Baron Ferdinand himself took this 
‘lew, and was strongly of opinion that this particular class of work was all of 
italian origin. There is, however, good ground for thinking that a number of 
these richly-jewelled pendants with graceful figures in enamel are rather German 
‘ian Italian. The intimate trade relations between the principal cities of 
Southern Germany and Italy had a marked effect on the art products of the 
‘ormer, and in many directions this is readily admitted. An examination of 
the work of the Bavarian goldsmith Hans Mielich, in the Reiche Kapelle, in 
“Munich, and in the Bavarian National Museum would show that this Italian 
influence was fully as strong in the direction of enamelled jewelry as in silver- 
‘miths’ work, The Limoges enamels include some brilliant pieces, and, with

M, from the Spitzer collection represents Catherine of Lorraine, Duchesse de 
ontpensier, and is a splendid specimen of the Limoges style of portraiture, 
important both for its size and from the historical interest of th portrait. The 
second is a small circular medallion with a half length of the short-lived Charles 
1X. of France. Both of these are painted by Leonard Limousin, while the 
third, a fanciful representation of Diane de Poitiers, bears the F.L. of Francois 
Limousin. An important piece in the pictorial style is a framed series of 15 
panels with subjects after Raphael: the central plaque, representing Neptune 
stilling the winds, is an unusually fine example of Leonard Limousin. Thisalso 
is from the Spitzer collection. Of the large dishes which form such splendid 
decorative objects the collection contains three, and a fourth has a ewer 
belonging to it. All are of that brilliant school of colouring, where a backing 
of foil was used to enhance the transparent tints, of which Martial Courtoie is 
one of the best exponents. From his hand is a large circular dish decorated 
impartially with Biblical and mythological subjects, and an unusually fine oval 
salver bearing the subject of the Scarlet Woman of the Apocalypse, in which 
the artist has done his best to reproduce in colour the glowing imagery of 
Revelation : a third is by Jean Courtois, and represents the Destruction of 
Pharaoh's host. 

A few special objects must be mentioned in the remaining sections, The 
carvings In boxwood and hone stone are of the highest quality. but seme of the 
former are sO minute in their éxecution that even when held in the hand a 
magnifying-glass is necessary to show the inconceivably intricate detail of the 
carving. The principal cbjects in this class are the beautiful busts of Charles the 
Bold and his wife ) argaret of York. examples of the highest stvle of sculpture 
“in httle” of the time. Their story is curious: they are ‘said to have formed 
part of the collection of Rudolph Il. at Prague. and there. in a fortunate 
moment, they were bought by the father of the late Sir Edgar Boehm for the 
sum of 4s. Such chances rarely occur more than once in a lfetime. Another 
Interesting rele of even earlier times i8 an oval glass cup of the “ame st le and 
work as the well-known Luck of Edenhall. This curious vessel, which is an 
attractive thing in itself, has been mounted in silver-gilt and embossed with 
Heurs-de-lys, and the family story accounts for the cup and its mounting by 
recording that it was won by an ancestor at the Crusades in a game of cards with 
the King of France. . 

Such is the general character of the bequest, and énough has been said to 
show that the nation h iS Teason To be grateful though there are many pres es of 
great interest that have not even been mentioned. The illuminated manus ripts, 
for instance, are worthy of more than casual mention. Of all the public bene- 
factions of Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild, these will doubtless be the most 
highly appreciated. A gift to a puble museum rs the common inheritance of 
both nich and poor, while charitable institutions are naturally for the benefit of 
the less wealthy sections of the community, It now remains for the trustees of 
the British Museum to see that a worthy home is speedily found for the proper 
display of this magnificent collection. and at the same time room might be found 
for the important collection of jewelry bequeathed to them by the late 
Wollaston Franks,

‘*Kalonymos b. Kaleonymos, a 13th Century Hebrew Satirist.’’ 


A meeting of the Jews’ College Literary Soviety was held on Sunday 
evening last, when Dr. Chotzner read a paper on “ Kalonymos ben Kalonymos, 
a 13th Century Hebrew Satirist.’ Dr. M. Fano. ixpee presided. There was a 
small attendance. 


Dr. Cuorzner said, that during the thirteenth and the fourteenth centuries 
there lived in France, Spain and Italy several Jewish savants, who, by 
dint of their various excellent literary productions, did much in the way of 
fostering and keeping alive among Jews generally a taste for Hebrew literature 
as well as for philosophy and general science. One of them was Kalonymos 
ben Kalonymos, the subject of his lecture. He had, however, to observe at the 
outset that there was very little material extant, out of which a long and 
exhaustive biography of Kalonymos could be formed. All that was known 
about his career could be told in a few sentences, and yet it was worth while 
to become acquainted with him, chiefly on account of his being the author of a 
few charming little books, which had procured for him a prominent place in the 
annals of Hebrew literature. Kalonymos was born at Arles, a small tewn in 
Provence. in the year 1287. being the SOT) of Kalonymos ben Mertr. who bore 
the title of “ Nasi” (the Prince), and occupied a most honourable position in the 
Jewish community of that place. There, and subsequently at a school kept by 
two Jewish masters at a neighbouring town, called Salon, young Kalonymos 
spent the greater part of his youth, and devoted much time and energy to the 
study of Biblical and Rabbinical lore, as well as to that of classical and Oriental 
languages. Already asa young student he was literarily active, and translated 
several philosophical, mathematical and medical books from the Arabie into 
Hebrew. which circumstance caused him to become known far and wide asa 
great linguist and scholar. King Robert of Naples, who resided at that period 
in the South of France, happened to hear of Kalonymos’s talent as a translator 
of scientific books, and commissioned him in consequence to go to Rome with 
the object of translating for him there some Hebrew books into Latin. WUuring 
the time Kalonymos stayed in Rome he was a great favourite with all who knew 
him intimately, and owing to his attractive outward appearance, his prominent 
position and his many and various accomplishments he easily obtained entry into 
the best Roman society. Whilst in Rgme, Kalonymos was asked by the leaders 
of the Jewish community of Avignon. re his parents had lived for some time 
to come there in order to be the if rer of a petition that was intended to be 
addressed by them tothe Pope, who resided in that town. In that petition the Pope 
was to be requested to use his powerful influence im favour of the Jewish inhabi- 
tants of Avignon, against whom the Christian population had secretly planneda plot 
for their utter extermination. But neither the issue of the affair in question nor 
anything else in connection with the latter part of Kalonymos’s life was known 
to them. He is supposed to have died in the year Lj37, but the exact place 
where his death took place had not yet been ascertained. Although the 
hfe of Kalonymos was deficient in striking incidents, kis memory had been 
preserved fresh and green among. students of Hebrew literature Kalonymoes s 
most prominent book was no doubt his “ Eben Bochan (The Touchstone), which 
seemed to have been composed at an early period of his life, or at all events 
during his stay in Rome about 1524 That supposition was supported by the fact 
that the style of the book in question was marked by a Singuiar freshness and 
vivacity such as one seldom met with in the writings of authors already far 
advanced in years. Another characteristic of that style might be said to be its 
conciseness and epigrammatic form. It was likewise distinguished by the preva- 
lence therein of a mosaic composition of Biblical and ‘lalmudical phrases. It 
was somewhat similar to the style in which the “ Bechinath Olam ” was composed, 
the author of which, Yedayah Bedaresi, was Mommies 0 s colftemporary. But 
while Bedares: preserved throughout the whole book the sternness and dignity 
peculiar to a moralising philosopher, Kalonymos frequently éhanged the serious 
tone prevalent in the “ Eben Bochan” to sarcasm and irony. On such occasions 
he censured and ridiculed the foibles and follies of his Jewish contemporaries, 
but confessed at the same time, more in: jest perhaps than in earnest g@pat he 
Namself was not quite innocent of the same perversities and sins of which he 
chaflingly aceused others. One of the most humorous parts in the “Eben 
Bochan” was that in which the author made merry over his unlucky fate that he 
was born a male child of Jewish parents. For,as such, he had to bear all his life- 
time the very heavy yoke of the six hundred and thirteen precepts, together with 
further Talmudic restrictions. The lecturer having quoted several humorous 
passages from “ The Touchstone,’ which threw a sidelight on certain medieval 
Jewish customs, proceeded to say that the “Eben Bochan” also contained 
numerous passages which were obviously intended to arouse serious reflection. 
in some of them reference was made to the cruel persecutions which the Jews 
suffered in the years 1520 and 1521, occasioned by the Shepherds and the Lepers. 
Mention was alse made in one passage of the burning of the Talmud at Toulouse 
in Li at the instigation of a certain Bernard Gui. Less popular, though not less 
humorous than the’ Eben Bochan,” was Kalonymos's“ Masecheth Purim.” It was 
intended to bea parody on the manner in which Rabbis conducted debates on trivial 
questions, as described in the Talmud, with special reference to the rites connected 
with the Feast of Purim. It was obviously a harmless Purim prank, yet some ultra- 
Orthodox Rabbis took it ¢n sérvenr, and declared it to be an heretical work cal- 
culated to cause harm to the faithful of their tlocks, hence the obvious want of 
it#popularity among Jewish readers in past centuries, and the limited number of 
its editions. ‘The Rabbis may have also had another reason for their objections 
to it, as the author advocated in certain passages reforms in the ritual of Purim. 
They learnt incidentally from this work that the Jews then ie in Palestine 
were well-to-do farmers, that chess was one of the games of the French and 
Italian Jews of the period, and that the Rabbis allowed dancing provided that 
the dancers chose their partners from their own sex. Thethird original work of 
Kalonymos was “* The Letter of Response.” It was a long letter, consisting of 
several chapters, addressed by the author to the well-known Jewish philosopher, 
[bn Caspi, in which the latter's commentary on the Bible is critically reviewed 
especially Caspi's tendencies in the direction of what is now called “The 
In addition to the original little books already mentioned 


Higher Criticism.” 
Kalonymos wrote several translations of works in various languages of which one 
deserved special mention. That was the OM Y3 MIN, consisting of a free 
Hebrew translation of a part of an Arahic Encyclopedia then in circulation 
under the title of “ The Treatises of the Righteous Brethren.’ It was a fairy 
tale, containing a dialogue between men and beasts in the presence of the king 
of the birds, in which the question was discussed whether man had a right to 
dominate over the world or not. In the introduction to that translation. and in 
some of his other writings Kalonymos censured the extravagant mode of living 
of many Of his wealthy brethren. He stigmatised their fondness of display, and 
of making themselves conspicuous in various ways. All that had caused envy 
and hatred among the general Christian population, and ultimately brought on 
those fearful miseries and persecutions which the Jews had so often experienced 
in the time of Kalonymos, and in subsequent centuries. They might therefore 
regard Kalonymos not merely as a laughing philosopher, but as a stern moralist 

who, acting on the Latin maxim, ridendo castigare mores, had ridiculed certain 
objectionable Jewish characters, types of whom, unfortunately still existed. Bu 

he hoped that with the spread of the knowledge of their history and literature 


they might better learn how to find favour and grace in the eyes of Gud and me, 
The lecturer illustrated his paper by various original prose translations a), 
verse renderings of selections from the works of Kalonymos. 


A discussion followed the reading of the paper, in which the following too} 
art: The Revs.

In closing the discussion, Dr. FriepLANper said that humour was not a neg 
quality areas ty! into Hebrew literature by Kalonymos. It was as old as ¢h, 
ible. In the T'almud also there were to be found satirwal remarks made |, 
students at the expense of Rabbis and re versa, but they were all taken ;; 
good part as they were meant to be merely transient. In later Jewish literatur: 
they came across Ibn Ezra, so bent on finishing up a sentence with a pun or , 
witty remark on the names and opinions of commentators that he often offende; 
friends and colleagues in doing so. The Chairman then pointed out that Hebrey 
satirists usually avoided using the name of God in a way which might savour of 
profanity, but that unfortunately Kalonymos was not so scrupulously corree 
They could not read into the heart of Kalonymos and discover whether his 
parody on Purim was inteaded as a harmless joke or as a satire on the Talmud 
They only knew it was written to excite laughter. It was to be regretted tha: 
most writers of parodies on Purim did not keep within due bounds, and wit} 
questionable taste misused Biblical and Talmudical — es in a forced ané 
tedious manner. Ibn Caspi was more earnest and philosophical than his friend 
Kalonymos, and as he was the author of asuper-commentary on Ibn Ezra was pro 
bably induced to write in a humorous strain owing to the influence of his 
master. The dialogue between men and beasts, which Kalonymos translated 
from the Arabic “‘ Treatise of the Righteous Brethren,” was meant to convey 
the lesson that human helngs were only superior to other living creatures in thy 
possession of a soul, and they only deserved that distinction according to the 
success with which they strove to attain the ideal of goodness. 


The usual votes of thanks to the lecturer and Chairman brought th 
meeting to a close. 


The next meeting will be held on February 12th, when Mr. M. Simon, B.A.

DR. ADOLEF SILBERSTELN,

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The Leman Street Provident Dispensary. 


The first annual meeting of the Provident Dispensary, Leman Street, 
Whitechapel, was held on Satnrday evening last at the Whitechapel Public 
Baths, Goulston Street, Mr. CLaupe G. Monreriore in the chair. 

The Report for the past year was read. The Committee state : 


Early in 1897 a project was set on foot for the establishment of a Free Dispensary in 
Whitechapel, intended primari!y for the Yiddish-speaking Jews of the East End. This 
ian was ultimately abandoned, and a scheme for a Provident Dispensary was substituted. 
he Institution at 19, Leman Street, was publicly opened on October 1 ith, 1597, by Mr. F. 
D. Mocatta, Negotiations were opened up between the promoters of the Dispensary and 
the Metropolitan Provident Association with the result that the Leman Street Provident 
Di+pensary has been incorporated asa branch of the Association, and is worked in full 
accordance with its rules. While the Dispensary is open to all suitable persons in White- 
chapel and the neighbourhood, special facilities are offered for the foreign Jews who are 
not yet able to converse witha medical man except in their own language, The Com- 
mittee record with great regret the resignation of Mr. Berman Landau, the first President 
of the Dispensary. They desire to place on rec rd their appreciation of his valuable work 
in promoting the establishment of the Institution. Mr. Mortimer Woolf has been 
appointed to succeed Mr. Landau as President of the Dispensary. The Committee also 
regret the resignation of Dr. Clifford, one of the Hon. Medical Officers, who 
has been compelled to sever his connection with the Dispensary on account 
of ill-health. During the year the provident members’ payments amounted to 
nearly £200. This must be considered very satisfactory, and the Cummittee confidently 
anticipate that a very large increase under this head will be realised next year, In a 
Provident Dispensary the measure of success must always be the payments of the provi- 
dent members, and the result of the first year’s work is a proof to the Committee that the 
Leman Street Provident Dispensary is appreciated by those for whose benefit it was 
established. There are on the books 553 cards of memberehip, which represent about 
1.100 members entitied to benefit: 6.003 attendances for advice and treatment have been 
registered at the Dispensary, and 1,523 home visite have been paid by the doctors. The 
best thanks of the Committee are due to the Medical Officers, Dispenser, and the other 


officials who have contributed to the successful launching of this important Provident 
Dispensary 


The CHAIRMAN, i moving the adoption of the Report and Balance Sheet, 
said that he felt sure all present would deplore the enforced absence. through 
ilIness, of Mr. Mortimer Woolf, the President of the Institution, and that they 
would desire him to convey to Mr. Woolf their appreciation of the valuable 
services which he had rendered to the institution since his election to office. 
Further, he was certain they would all cordially welcome Mrs. Mortimer Woolf, 
who had come down specially to represent her husband. In dwelling on the 
report which they had just heard read, he thought all must agree that, considering 
the dithculties which they had to overcome, the past year had been a 
very successful one, and he hoped that it would be the forerunner of greater 
success in the future. In enlarging on the benefits of a Provident Dispensary, he 
mentioned three important desiderata : the excellence of advice atforded, its 
comparative cheapness and entire independence of the members. By this 
system of clubbing together, they were able to. procure the best medical advice. 
and the subscribers had the advantage of always keeping the same doctor, thus 
obtaming for a very small sum weekly the benefits of a family doctor. Then, as 
to the charges, he was sure no one could regard them as exorbitant or excessive. 
And, lastly, by the system of small weekly subscriptions, complete independence 
was guaranteed to the subscribers, an independence which, of course, was not 
possihle ata Free Dispensary. He would ask the members of the Dispensary to 


show their appreciation of the system by inducing others to join; they woul 
by this means benefit themselves and the whole community. | 
” Mr. Micnaen A. Greey, in seconding the adoption of the Report, fully 

endorsed the remarks of Mr. Montefiore on the working of the Dispensary. 
read a letter from Mr. Mortimer Woolf, in which the President impressed upo; 
them that any further improvement could only be brought about by increasing 
the membership. 

Although the report and balance-sheet were passed, it was soon evident that 
the meeting would not terminate without some expressions of dissent. Amids, 
loud murmurings, one or two subscribers endeavoured to make their complaints 
heard from the body of the hall, and one of them begged leave to address the 
meeting from the platform. His request being granted, he mounted the plat 
form, and, in vehement language, spoke of some neglect to a member ‘of his 
family. and endeavoured to enlist the sympathies of his listeners. Several calls 
to order were made, but were hushed down by the unruly portion of the 
audience,

‘BY AN EXPERIENCED COOK. 
MENU OF A DINNER POR SIX PERSONS. 


Winter Pea Soup. 
Boiled Plaice with Dutch Sauce. 
Beef a la Mode. 
Roast Fowl with Bread Sauce. 
Potatoes and Seakale. 
Chestnut Pudding, 
Pineapple Fritters. 


CHESTNUT PUpDDING.—Boil two pounds of fresh chestnuts, remoye the shells, and 
mash with a silver spoon. Make asyrup from one pound of sugar toa pint of water, and 
flavour it highly with vanilla. Place the mashed chestnuts with two tablespoonsful of 
the boiled syrup, and stir unti! all the syrup is used up. Mould the chestnuts in a glass 
dish with a smooth low mould cover, with custard made of almond milk, and decorate the 
edges with ratafias and serve. For fish suppers whipped cream may be used. 


PINEAPPLE FRITTERS.—Make a thick rich butter, cut the pine into slices, and let 
them soak in two glass of brandy with two and a-half ounces of sugar for several 
hours. When well flavoured with the wine dip the pieces into the batter, and fry 


them in boiling dripping or oil. When done drain on paper, and sprinkle sugar over 
them.
